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South Vietnamese take 
Quang Tri Citadel 


Working on Hope streets

SAIGON (AP) — South Viet- 


namese marines raised their 
country's flag over the Quang 
Tri Citadel today in the biggest 
Saigon victory since the start of 
the North Vietnamese offensive 
March 30. It ended 4tt months 
of North Vietnamese occupation 
of the ruined city. 


Meanwhile, U.S. sources dis- 


closed that the immediate 
Hanoi area was placed off lim- 
its to U.S. fighter-bombers for 
the arrival of a group of Ameri- 
cans invited by North Vietnam 
to pick up three captured pi- 
lots. 


Associated Press correspond- 


ent Holger Jensen reported 
from Quang Tri that recoilless 
rifle and long-range 130mm ar- 
tillery shells fired from North 
Vietnamese held territory to 
the northwest were still hitting 
South Vietnamese positions as 
the marines celebrated their 
victory. 


In Saigon, President Nguyen 


Van Thieu hailed the recapture 
of Quang Tri, which fell to the 
North Vietnamese May 1, as a 
"brilliant victory" four days 
before a deadline he had set. 
Thieu said he would visit the 
marines on the front line soon, 
and sources said they expected 
he aould promote the marine 
commandant, Brig. Gen. Bui 
The Lan, to major general. 


Jensen reported that a North 


Vietnamese prisoner captured 
in the last battle around the 
province 
headquarters 
this 


morning 
told 
interrogators 


most of the North Vietnamese 
troops had fled overnight. He 
said he and some others were 
ordered to fight a rear guard 
movement until death. 


The marines seized the north- 


west corner of the Citadel, then 
captured the province head- 
quarters. The Saigon flag was 
hoisted shortly after noon. 


Jensen said it appeared that 


it would be a long timfe before 
the population moves back into 


the city. The North Vietnamese 
would have to be driven further 
back across the demilitariied 
zone along the Ben Hal River, 
and the city would have to be 
rebuilt from scratch. Every- 
thing in it has been destroyed 
by bombs and artillery. 


Quang Tri City is 19 miles be- 


low the demilitarized zone. It is 
the northernmost provincial 
capital in South Vietnam and- 
the only one to be,tost in the 
offensive. 
Cargo ships 
collide 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. (AP) - 


Two cargo ships that collided in 
the Atlantic off the North Caro- 
lina coast Thursday are enroute 
to Cape Henry, Va., today, one 
abandoned by her crew and 
being towed. 


The Coast Guard said the 


bow of the American freighter 
TransHawaii was pulled free 
Friday night of the gaping hole 
she had gouged in the side of 
the cargo vessel Republica de 
Colombia. 


A Coast Guard spokesman 


said the 632-foot TransHawaii, 
which had taken 51 crewmen 
and five stowaways off the 
stricken Colombian ship, was 
proceeding under her own pow- 
er. 


He said the 574-foot Repub- 


lica de Colombia, listing with 
three of her seven com- 
partments flooded, appeared to 
be in no immediate danger as 
she was towed toward port. 
Earlier, it had been feared the 
ship would sink if pulled free 
from the TransHawaii. 


Meanwhile, a 5-miIe-long oil 


slick from the Colombian ship 
drifted 17 miles east of Cape 
Hatteras, N.C., but the Coast 
Guard said the fuel oil, moving 
south with the current, prob- 
ably would not endanger the 
Cape Hatteras National Sea- 
shore. 


Ice Age is reported coming 
Arkansas 


NORWICH, England (AP) — 


A new Ice Age is creeping over 
the Northern Hemisphere, and 
the rest of this century will 
grow colder and colder, a Brit- 
ish expert on climate has 
claimed. 


Prof. Hubert Lamb, director 


of climate research at the Uni- 


versity of East Anglia, had a 
few comforting thoughts in an 
interview Sunday: 


"The full impact of the new 


Ice Age will not be upon us for 
another 10,000 years and even 
then it will not be as severe as 
the last great glacial period. 


"We are past the best of the 


interglacial period which hap- 
pened between 7,000 and 3,000 
years ago," he continued. 
"Ever since then we have been 
on a downhill float regarding 
temperature. There may be a 
few upward fluctuations from 
time to time but these are 
more than offset by the general 


A jolt to bolts out of blue 


BOULDER, Colo. (AP) — 


Scientists are giving a Jolt to 
bolts out of the blue. 


They say they have been suc- 


cessful in field experiments in 
suppressing 
the destructive 


force of lightning. 


The second phase of ex- 


periments to control this fear- 
some phenomenon recently was 
concluded in Colorado and pro- 
duced encouraging results, they 
added. 
Ultimately, the ability to sup- 


press lightning would help re- 
duce forest fires, .80 per cent of 
which are caused by lightning, 
Dr. Heinz Kasemir, project 
leader, said in a telephone in- 
terview Monday. 


Kasemir and five colleagues 


from the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric 
Administration 


seeded 
thunderstorms 
with 


metallized nylon fibers — chaff 
— and succeeded in neutral- 
izing storm electrical fields. 


The chaff is gossamer tine, 


about 4 inches long. It cannot 
be used in areas where there is 
airplane traffic because it in- 
terfere with radar. 


For this reason, it is imprac- 


tical as a suppressant over ur- 
ban areas, Kasemir said. 


Kasemir and his colleagues 


suppressed lightning by in- 
creasing the conductivity of the 
atmosphere with the chaff, thus 
making it impossible for storm 
electric fields to develop light- 
ning potential. 


downward trend." 


Lamb said temperatures had 


been slowly dipping for the past 
20 years. 


"We are on a definite down- 


hill course for the next two cen- 
turies," he declared. "The last 
20 years of this century will be 
progressively colder. After that 
the climate may warm up 
again but only for a short peri- 
od of decades." 


The last great ice age took 


place about 60,000 years ago 
and was the sixth over a period 
of about a million years. The 
great ice sheets covered most 
of the British Isles and in 
America covered what are now 
New York City, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis and Kansas City. The ice 
was at least 5,000 feet thick. 


"I don't think it will be quite 


as serious this time," Lamb 
said. "But there will be a lot of 
glaciers on high ground which 
do not exist at present."

Creeping' with H. L. Hunt 


DALLAS (AP) — H. L. Hunt, 


one of the world's richest men, 
popped a date into his mouth 
and smiled around it. "I'm a 
crank about creeping," he said. 


Creeping? 
"You get down on all fours 


and walk on your hands and 
knees," the 83-year-old health 
fan explained. He promptly 
dropped down to the floor of his 
antique dining room to demon- 
strate. 
"You see, you look at your 


little finger of each hand as you 
walk the hand forward uad that 
turns your head side to side. 
It's natural exercise, like when 
you were an ape," be said. 


He chuckled and his wife, 


Ruth, looked concerned. Hunt 
was creeping around the break- 


fast table so fast the photogra- 
pher couldn't focus on him. He 
didn't even put on his creeping 
knee pads, just dropped to the 
floor in his blue pin stripe suit. 


"She doesn't creep," Hunt 


said of his wife when he re- 
turned to his breakfast plate. 
He munched grapes, pecans, 
dates and an apricot, and 
drank fruit juices and bouillon. 


"Creeping is probably the 


second best exercise in the 
world next to swimming. It's 
perfect," Hunt said. 


"I creep about two to three 


minutes a day, several times a 
day," he explained. He also has 
yoga lessons twice a week and 
maintains a strict health food 
regimen of pure foods. 


"Ya-hoo," he called and an 


assistant came in with a date 
for everyone at the table. Hunt, 
a leading oil producer and food 
processing magnate, munched 
a pecan himself and said, "I 
used to be the world's number 
one soft shell pecan grower. I 
suppose I still am. I eat them 
instead of meat." 


At 83, Hunt tends to ramble 


from talking about health food 
to another of his interests: his 
sons, his famous checker play- 
ing ability, his long crusade 
against Communism. 


"I'll be 84 February 17th. The 


Soviets have a picture I've seen 
of a man they say is 167. I 
think I'll manage to live to as 
ripe an age as their man." 


And then he took his wife's 


arm and headed off to work.

Big 6 was a form of football played by 


Class B schools in Northeast Texas in 
which there were only six men on a side. 
The rules were simple, any man was 
eligible for a pass, anybody could run 
with the ball, and catch-as-catch-can 
rules were strictly enforced. 


Now being a scrawny freshman, I was 


an unlikely candidate for a position on 
the A very High School football team, but 
I was blessed with a pair of hands as big 
as ping pong paddles and the ability to 
catch a football from any position, angle 
or altitude within a 10-yard radius. I was 
a shoo-in for the end position, (Only nine 
men went out for the team originally, 
then when hay-cutting time was over, six 
more showed up.) 


We were a real football team...we had 


uniforms and everything. Our coach was 
a Ump-wristed physics teacher who was 
recruited by the principal because he 
had an off period the last hour, and, the 
principal told the school board "It'll help 
make a man of him." 


It didn't, but never mind. 
Anyway, we practiced like a crack 


legion of Trojans for our first game, an 
assumed 
easy victory over the 


Clarksville "B" team. The game was set 
for our field, which was actually an old 
pasture across the road from the school, 
on a Friday afternoon. Half of Avery 
turned out, and the cheerleader for our 
team handed out the official game 
programs and roster that she had 
cranked off the school's memograph 
machine. It read like this (parenthesis 
mine):

Back to the game. 
We wanted to time our entrance on the 


field to demoralize the opposition, and 
thus waited until they had done 45 
minutes of workups, before we left the 
schoolyard, and made a wild, screaming 
dash across Highway 82. Except for the 
fact that Melvin the Echo almost got 
creamed by a red-balling Tom's Peanut 
Truck, our rush to the field, I thought, 
was suitably impressive. 


We took a few minutes to warm up, 


then Joe Bob Willard, the referee, called 
the two teams together in the center of 
the field. He tried to say a few a words 
about sportsmanship and good, clean 
fun, but he couldn't be heard above the 
growling and teeth-gnashing so he gave 
it up. 


Clarksville kicked off, and I scooped 


up the ball on our 25 and was promptly 
knocked back to our 24. 


The first huddle went something like 


this: 


BUTTERBALL: All right, you guys, 


let's get'em. Skeeter, you go long and I'll 
hit you or keep it and run. Roy-Boy, if I 
can't hit Skeeter or run, I lateral to you, 
so you watch out. Let's go. 


ROY-BOY: Do you want me to block?

block? 


BUTTERBALL: Everybody block! 
Apparently, however, nobody blocked 


because Butterball ended up on our 10 
with all six Clarksville players trying to, 
rip off his jersey.

Coach of 49ers looks 
at the Super Bowl 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


This could be the season Coach 
Dick Nolan's San Francisco 
49ers reach maturity, and he 
thinks that will mean a trip to 
the Super Bowl. 


Of the team's 22 probable 


starters, 16 have between three 
and seven years of pro football 
experience. 


"That's no accident," says 


Nolan, who puts a premium on 
experience and thinks most of 
his players are approaching the 
best days of their football lives. 


"Jack White (49ers( person- 


nel boss) has done a great job 
and we've got a good scouting 
system. Most of our recent high 
draft picks have helped us al- 
ready," Nolan says. 


The relatively young 49ers 


have been stopped one step 
from the Super Bowl by the 
Dallas Cowboys the last two 
seasons, losing in the National 
Football Conference champion- 
ship games by 17-10 two years 
ago and 14-3 last season. 


Among 
the 
4»ers 
in- 


dispensable old pros are quar- 
terback John Brodie and tackle 
Len Rohde on offense, tackle 
Charlie Krueger and corner- 
back Jimmy Johnson on de- 
fense. 


Brodie, 37, is the oldest of the 


49ers and the most important. 
His otherwise good 1971 season 
was marred by a career-high 24 
interceptions, some of them fa- 
tal in the team's five losses. 


In Gene Washington and tight 


end Ted Kwalick, Brodie has 
two of the finest young receiver 
in 
the 
National 
Football 


League. Both are. fourth-year 
pros, and they combined for 96 
catches worth '1,548 yards lest 
season. 


Dick Witcher will probably 


retain the other starting receiv- 
ing Job. Top rookie pick Terry 
Beasley was expected to chal- 
lenge but limped through the 
preseason period with a series 
of injuries. 


"We made big improvement 


last year 
in our running 


game," says Nolan. The reason 
was Vic Washington, an NFL 
rookie who had three seasons of 
pro experience in Canada. 


Washington gained 811 yards 


rushing and caught 38 passes. 
Seven-year vet Ken WUlard ran 
for 855 yards, the second best 
total of his career, and reserve 
fullback Larry Schreiber ran 
for 180 yards backing up WUl- 
ard. 


The offensive line includes 


All-NFC Cas Banastek at one 
tackle and All-Pro Forrest Blue 
at center. Over the past two 
years, "The Protectors" have 
allowed Brodie to be sacked 
only 19 times. 


Two 1971 All-Pro selections, 


Johnson and outside linebacker 
Dave Wilcox are on the defen- 
sive unit. Nolan's biggest worry 
is whether defensive end Cedr- 
ick Hardman, who appeared to 
be nearing All-Pro form last 
year, will be at full strength. 


Hardman, who had knee sur- 


gery after an offseason injury 
playing basketball, made his 
first appearance last Sunday 
against Oakland, playing brief- 
ly, but looking good. The 265- 
pound lineman was in on 18 of 
the 49ers* 38 quarterback sacks 
last year, just his second as a 
pro. 


The only starter Nolan lost 


from either 1971 unit was free 
Safety Rosey Taylor. Five-year 
man Johnny Fuller is the prob- 
able replacement. 


If Johnson doesn't recover 


from a preseason shoulder sep- 
aration quickly, (he 49ers will 
be vulnerable in their secon- 
dary for early games. But they 
face 'San Diego, Buffalo awj 
New Orleans before what looks 
like their first major test, the 
Los Angeles Rams Oct. 8. 


The Rams and 49ers took 


turns in first place for most of 
the 1971 season before San 
Francisco emerged with a 9-5 
record, to the Rams' 8-5-1, in 
the NFC West.

can't do anything about 85," 


said ASU Coach Bill Davidson. 


ASU opened its season last 


week, losing 27-17 to highly re- 
garded McNeese State. After 
viewing the game film, the 
ASU coaches said there were 
many encouraging spots. 


One of the major problems 


seemed to be persuading the 
quarterbacks in the Wishbone-T 
to attack the defenders at the 
corners. This may come with 
time. 


ASU played Eastern New 


Mexico for the first time in 1969 
and came away with a 53-20 
victory. The spread may not be 
as large, but the winner should 
be the same.

The 'new' Jock Nicklaus: 
tin/of, un/iofed, unexcelled

NEW YORK — (NBA) — 


Long articles, including a 
doctoral thesis, had been 
written on the one-time in- 
famous phenomenon of Jack 
Nicklaus. All that is past, 
buried in a bunker. 


No longer do great seg- 


ments of golf galleries de- 
plore Nicklaus' victories. No 
longer do they hold up signs 
in front of sand traps which 
read, "Put it here, Jack." No 
longer do they hiss, "Fat 
Jack," as though he were 
the oval villain of a rasslin' 
show. 


"Get 'em Jack," they cry 


now, swarming and tumb- 
ling after him, then halting 
in a strange freeze as he 
readies to stroke, then 
swarm and tumble some 
more. 


After a round he plods 


graciously through a sea of 
autograph seekers, his blond 
head and hand bobbing as 
he scribbles his name with 
an almost desperate flourish. 


He answers 
the cliche 


questions of a novice female 
radio reporter. 


"Are you satisfied with 


your round?" she asks. 


"I think anyone would be 


satisfied with a 67, don't 
you?" he smiles, seems to 
restrain himself from be- 
ing as crisp as in earlier 
years. 


"What's your secret of suc- 


cess?" 


Patiently, with a little 


laugh: Well, uh, I don't 
know, practicing the shots 
that 
I'm 
having 
trouble 


with." 


Then he makes his way 


with help of a marshal 
through a little-used side en- 
trance of the country club. 
Old 
men 
with 
varicose 


ve i n s are l y i n g naked 
and unstirring on rubbing 
tables. 
Steam is 
coming 


from a nearby steam room. 
A purplish light is seen from 
a sun room. The contrast 
from the luxuriant green of 
the course is stark. 


"Gotta come this way to 


avoid the rest of those 
crowds," says 
Nicklaus, 


above the click of his cleats 
through this bogus morgue. 
"I use this entrance all the 
time to get to the locker 
room. I'm not kidding when 
I tell you that sometimes it's 
impossible to get a minute 
alone." He looks at you with 
direct blue eyes, saying that 
of course life could be a 
helluva lot worse. 


Nicklaus, besides being 


possibly the finest goiter 
ever, is growing in popu- 
larity. This is not to say that 


he has the nation by its 
heart-strings, as Palmer did 
(and does). 'But most folks 
were rooting for Nicklaus to 
win that Grand Slam. (He 
had already won the Mas- 
ters and U.S. Open this 
year.) 


That he lost the British 


Open by a stroke, after com- 
ing from six strokes back on 
the final day, may have en- 
deared him to fans even 
more than if he had actually 
triumphed. 
This was evi- 


denced in the PGA cham- 
pionship at Oakland Hills. 
Nicklaus, playing with a bad 
finger, seemed to have had 
his inner fires 
quenched 


after failing in Britain to 
f 


ain the third leg of the 
lam. Yet the PGA crowds 


were behind him like an 
avalanche. 


Satisfying, says this son of 


a druggist, to be, at 32, after 
11 years on the pro tour, 
after having come out of Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, to become a 
multi-millionaire, to be wide- 
ly accepted, finally.
